Bat really, Gentlemen, you fin ſo faſt, 
and creud us ſo with your Crimes, that 
this Week our Office, - which is but yet 
young, in its Buſineſs, cannot ſettle the 
Rates faft enough for you; and therefore 
that .no Body may be deceiv'd, and ven- 
ture upon Crimes, that have no Capital 
Puniſhments attending them, * pre- 
ſumption that our Licenſes ſhall excuſe 
them, it is abſolutely neceſſary to adver- 
tiſe them, that till the Office is ſettled, 
and the Rates fix'd for Capital Crimes, all 
Things ſtand upon the ſame Foot they fid 
before So that if a Man goes a Mobbing 
2 Meeting-houſe, and be found Hand-nap- 
ing, as they call. it in Tor ſhire, pulling 
down Pews, or rifling a.
